t’s really been an honor for me to 
have been involved in this fight,

Obergefell when President Obama 
called to congratulate him after the 
Supreme Court ruled on June 26 that 
gay marriage is legal in all 50 states. For 
Obergefell— the lead plaintiff in the 
case— the road to victory began in 2013 
when, after two decades together, 
Obergefell and his partner, John 
Arthur, were married in Maryland. 
They had traveled to Maryland on a chartered medical jet because Arthur 
suffered from ALS— and because gay marriage wasn’t recognized in Ohio, 
where they lived. Arthur died just three months and 11 days after their mar- 
riage, and Obergefell sued to be listed as a spouse on Arthur’s Ohio death cer- 
tificate. In this issue Peop/e’s Nicole Weisensee Egan, Sandra Sobieraj Westfall 
and Diane Herbst tell the stories of Obergefell and several other couples whose 
lives changed on June 26, including Jack Evans and George Harris, who’ve 
been together for 54 years and became the first gay couple to be married in 
the Dallas County Records Building. The debate over same-sex marriage, of 
course, is not over. Some politicians will claim that it compromises freedom 
of religion. (Though in truth, churches still get to decide who gets married at 
their altar.) Others will continue to argue that states should decide the defini- 
tion of marriage. But wherever you stand on the issue, it was impossible not 
to feel elated for Jim Obergefell when he took the call from the President, with 
the TV cameras rolling, after the Supreme Court decision came down. He was 
laughing and celebrating, and no doubt feeling a profound sense of relief when 
he spoke of the honor of 
being part of this moment in 
history and having this 
astounding opportunity “to 
live up to my commitments 
to my husband.”

Prison Escape Conies to End 

The three-week manhunt for convicted killers Richard Matt and David Sweat, 
whose escape we wrote about in our June 29 issue, has come to a close. Matt, 
48, was shot dead by police on June 26 in Malone, N.Y.; Sweat, 55, was 
captured two days later near the Canadian border. This brings relief to the 
residents around the upstate New York woods into which they’d fled after 
breaking free on June 6 from the Clinton Correctional Facility. Prison worker 
Joyce Mitchell, 51, has pleaded not guiltyto smuggling contraband that 
included hacksaws used in the escape. A second worker. Gene Palmer, 57, has 
since been charged and will also plead not guilty, said his attorney. A source 
told People that Sweat was sick from his time on the run, and after being shot 
during his capture, he remained hospitalized at press time in serious condition. 
Said New York’s governor Andrew Cuomo: “The nightmare is finally over.”

Randy Rogers: Losing My Baby Girl 

The country singer opens up about his heartbreaking loss— 
and how he hopes to help other families in the future 

On June 3 country singer Randy Rogers and wife Chelsea welcomed daughter 
Rumer Rain into the world. “The moment was just full of joy,” Rogers tells 
People. “We thought we had a healthy baby.” But shortly after her birth, they 
began to see signs something was wrong. “She wouldn’t eat and she wouldn’t 
wake up,” he says. “It was heart-wrenching and grueling not knowing what was 
wrong.” The diagnosis came several days later: nonketotic hyperglycinemia, a 
rare, incurable genetic disorder that impairs the brain and leads to seizures, 
breathing and feeding difficulties, muscle limpness and lethargy. Rumer Rain 
passed away when she was just 6 days old. Despite the heartbreak of losing his 
daughter, Rogers has found a new mission in life— helping other families with 
sick babies. He’s teamed up with Seton Medical Center Austin to fund “nesting 
suites” for families of babies being cared for in neonatal intensive care units. 
“Once you find out something is wrong with your baby, you’re scared to death. 
You don’t want to leave their side,” says Rogers, who hopes to create “home- 
like” hospital suites for families. “We got to hold Rumer around the clock, we 
want to help others do the same for their babies.”

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he cared for the most famous children in the world, and Maud Shaw was so good 
at her job that she called to mind anof/ 2 er beloved English nanny. “She was very 
British, with a great sense of formality,” recalls Gustavo Paredes, a playmate of 
Caroline Kennedy and her brother John Jr. whose mom, Providencia Paredes, 
was the personal assistant to First Lady Jackie Kennedy. During Shaw’s seven 
and a half years meticulously tending to Caroline and John Jr.— beginning 11 days 
after Caroline’s birth in 1957— “she provided structure; When a woman comes 
into the room, you have to stand up, and one should address everyone by Mister 
or Master, so it was ‘Master John,’ ” Gustavo tells People. “In that sense she was 
Mary Poppins without the great magic.” 

From breakfast to bath time, Shaw was there, instructing the children on how 
to bow and curtsy for the Queen during an official visit, playing “army” with John 
(he gave the orders, she was the nurse) and prescribing beef extract when he 
looked pale. “I nursed the children from the cradle and came to love them just as 
if they had been my own,” she wrote in her 1965 memoir. White House Nannie. 
“Happily they repaid me with their own love and affection.” 

Now, five decades later, Shaw’s previously unshared personal photos, recently 
put up for bid at Nate D. Sanders auction house, provide an intimate look inside 
the First Family’s tender early years. “What’s most striking is their normalcy,” 
says Jaekie Style author Pamela Keogh. “We’ve never seen anything like them.” 

A “lovely, warm woman,” as her nephew Ian Roberts remembers her, the

Kent-born Shaw, who died at age 85 in 1988, had a room between John’s 
and Caroline’s on the second floor of the White House in the family’s 
private quarters. “Jackie oversaw absolutely everything,” says Keogh, 
adding that it was Shaw who handled much of the daily work; “If John 
needed a bottle in the middle of the night, Maud took care of it.” 

So steadfast was Shaw that after JFK’s assassination on Nov. 22, 1963, 
Jackie’s mother asked her to tell Caroline the news (see excerpt). In her 
memoir, Shaw recounted her struggle to comfort the First Lady. “ ‘Just 
keep the children happy,’ ” Jackie told her. “ ‘As long as I know they 
are happy, that will be a great help.’ ” Shaw stayed on another year 
and a half, and although Roberts says she never spoke to him about her 
time in the White House (“She was very stiff upper lip”), her photos cap- 
ture her memories of Camelot— and her clear affection for her charges. 
Says Secret Service agent Paul Landis; “She felt like they were her 
own children.” —With Nina Biddle

“Please don’t ask me to 
do that.”

saying. “It is for the 
best. They trust you, 
and you know how to 
deal with them. I am 
asking you as a 
friend . . .” 

My immediate 
reaction was to continue 
to refuse. But then, 
quite suddenly, it came 
to me that I should be 
the one. I did know that 
little girl so well. 

I sat on the edge of 
[Caroline’s] bed [that 
night] and felt tears 
well up in my eyes. 
Caroline looked up at 
me.

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K endra Wilkinson and Hank Baskett are married and, 
as their fans have seen, not always happily so. But 
this Fathers Day, the pair had one of those blissful 
domestic days that everyday couples cherish.

Wilkinson admits she suffered from 
body- image issues while expecting, and 
Baskett cops to drinking in excess to 
cope with his emotions. 

Then last April, “I put myself in a bad 
situation,” he says. Leaving a grocery 
store, Baskett says, he encountered two 
people smoking marijuana; he asked to 
buy some, and one person gave him a 
phone number. When Baskett called, he 


was provided a location. He 
showed up at the home and 
used the restroom, and 
when he emerged, “I saw 
something I thought I would 
never see in my life,” he says, 
visibly shaking at the mem- 
ory. He says two transgender women, 
one of whom had greeted him at the 
door, were “making out,” one of them 
nude. As Baskett stood, he says, this per- 
son approached him and began fondling 
him through his basketball shorts. “I 
froze,” he says as Wilkinson offers a 
comforting pat on the back. “It was like 
a bank robbery. You never know when 
you’ll freeze. . . .

ran.” Later a tabloid report emerged in 
which an insider who claimed to have 
knowledge of the situation alleged that 
Baskett had sought out the woman for a 
sexual encounter. The source also pro- 
vided additional details of the 
supposed tryst. In the 
months following the media 
frenzy, Baskett seemed to 
struggle to give an accounting 
of his actions, but now he 
explains tearfully, “It’s hard to 
defend yourself when people 
are making up lies.” 

Once he finally admitted 
the truth to Wilkinson, she 
was understanding. “He was 
the star of his town— he had 
all the pressure on him to be this perfect 
person, and he never got to fail,” she 
says. “He was very naive and gullible. He 
thinks everybody is his friend. That led 
him to the hell that we’ve lived.” Still, 
learning to trust Baskett again hasn’t 


been easy. “I don’t say the word ‘cheat,’ ” 
she says, because she doesn’t consider 
the incident to be cheating. “I can say 
that he was not loyal to me. I don’t care 
about the act. I care about the way he 
reacted to it and the fact that 
I [learned about it] from the 
media.” When an audiotape 
in which Baskett is heard 
offering to pay the woman 
for silence was leaked to the 
media, Wilkinson says, she 
was enraged before ulti- 
mately understanding her 
husband’s motivations. “I 
wouldn’t have pissed off that 
predator either,” she says. “I 
would have said, ‘I’ll give you 
the world. Don’t ruin my life.’ ” 
Privately, the pair went through 
extensive therapy. But publicly, Baskett 
was terrified of admitting the truth. 
“Kendra kept telling me to fight,” he 
says. “[But] the people who needed to 


know my truth knew it.” Wilkinson says 
it took counseling, plenty of fights and 
even a stint on WE tv’s Marriage Boot 
Camp: Reality Stars to come to terms 
with what happened. “I’m finding the 
trust again,” she says. Adds Baskett, who 
says he’s recovered from his depression 
and has a new career as co-owner of 
video game company Gaems: “I see 
what my path is now. I’m not wandering 
aimlessly anymore.” 

Says Wilkinson: “I’m actually very 
happy Hank went through this now. 
He’s able to teach his son and his daugh- 
ter what it’s like to make a mistake and 
what you do afterwards.” As for the 
future, Wilkinson says her relationship 
with the man she calls a “beautiful soul” 
is even more solid than it was before. 
“Before, I was happy, but now we’re 
strong,” she says. “This is a real mar- 
riage. We’re not going to let a bump in 
the road stop us from doing what our 
hearts are telling us to do.” •

When Bob and Suzanne Wright’s

“Basically [the doctors] said goodbye 
and good luck,” recalls Suzanne, 68, of 
Fairfield, Conn. Adds Bob: “They had no 
medical treatments, no real medical 
advice.” The couple spent the next sev- 
eral months traveling around the coun- 
try to different autism events. “We saw 
all these parents— many of them had 
children who were 10, 11 and 12— who 
had never gotten any real help at 
all,” says Bob, 72, the former CEO of 
NBCUniversal. Many had gone broke 
paying for treatments because their 
health insurance wouldn’t cover them. 
“We were so shocked,” says Suzanne. 


research into possible treat- 
ments and cures for autism 
and created tool kits to help 
parents at each stage of their 
child’s life. But what they are 
most proud of is that now 41 states have 
some sort of health insurance coverage 
for autism treatments. “We had to go 
state by state, hat in hand,” says Bob, 
who recently stepped down as chairman 


of the organization. “It was a 
real battle.” For the future 
the Wrights say they are 
most excited about MSSNG, 
a research project with 
Google that they hope will 
bring answers about the 
genetic causes of autism. 

Parents like Jesse Mojica, 
whose 16-year-old son Adam 
has autism, couldn’t be more 
grateful. Besides the practi- 
cal help he got finding treat- 
ments for his son, “there was always 
somebody you could talk to, to give you 
emotional support,” says Mojica, 48, of 
New York City. “It was lifesaving.”

AN ACTIVIST TAKES MATTERS 

INTO HER OWN HANDS 


Newsome, who 
is a descendant 
of slaves, told Blue 
Nation Review, 
“In orderto move 
into the future, we 
must reckon 
with the past.” 


B ree Newsome was tired of 
waiting. For years civil 
rights activists had been 
calling for the removal of 
the Confederate flag flying 
outside the South Carolina statehouse; 
after the June massacre of nine Afri- 
can-American churchgoers in Charles- 
ton, S.C., Republican Gov. Nikki Haley 
joined the call for the flag’s ouster, say- 
ing, “It’s time.” But with no state legis- 
lature decision expected until late 
summer, Newsome decided to take 
action. Around sunrise on June 27, clad 
in running shoes and climbing equip- 
ment, the 30-year-old activist muscled 
her way up the 30-ft. flagpole and 
unclipped what many view as an offen- 
sive relic of the South’s slave-owning 
past. “This flag,” Newsome yelled as 
she shinnied down with it, “comes 
down today.” 

Newsome’s brazen act of civil disobe- 
dience, carried out with help from fellow 
activist and friend James Ian Tyson, got 



her arrested for defacing a monument; 
She faces up to three years in prison or a 
$5,000 fine. It also won her thousands of 
supporters— filmmaker Michael Moore 
offered to pay her legal fees, and an 
online fund-raiser quickly amassed 
more than $100,000 for her defense— 
and sparked curiosity about her identity. 
Trained in classical piano and elected 
student-body president at her high 
school in Maryland, Newsome is a musi- 
cian and filmmaker whose first arrest for 
activism came in 2013, when she staged 
a sit-in protesting the tightening of 
voter- registration laws. Not everyone is 
applauding her recent heist. “What Bree 
did was against the law,” says Belinda 
Kennedy, the owner of a Huntsville, Ala., 
flag store, where orders for the Confed- 
erate flag have picked up of late. New- 
some has no regrets. “This is not simply 
about a flag,” she told the Blue Nation 
Review on June 29. “It is about abolish- 
ing the spirit of hatred and oppres- 
sion. ... I refuse to be ruled by fear.” •

F or Patricia Hester, 61, the horror began with a rou- 
tine checkup. A blood test revealed low iron counts 
in her system, and her doctor suggested she seek out 
renowned Michigan cancer specialist Dr. Farid Fata 
for further testing. Fata’s diagnosis was grim and 
heartbreaking; He told her she had myelodysplastic 
syndrome, a rare— and difficult to cure— type of 
blood cancer. “I flipped out, saying, ‘No, no, no,’” 
recalls Hester. “I told my husband, ‘Let’s pray.’ ” As her 
heartbroken husband, Michael, spiraled into a deep 
depression, Hester began planning for her death, giving a 
cherished diamond ring to her niece and her wedding ring 
to her son and taking a trip to Disney World with her fam- 
ily in an effort to give them happy memories before she was 
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gone. She endured excruciating pain 
during a bone marrow biopsy that Fata 
ordered, hoping to give herself more 
months with her loved ones. “Dr. Fata 
gave me a death sentence,” she says. 

But there was no reason for any of it. 
Hester never even had cancer. In Sep- 
tember 2014, Fata, 50, the owner of the 
Michigan Hematology Oncology cen- 
ters in the Detroit area, pleaded guilty to 
13 counts of health-care fraud, one 
count of conspiracy to receive kickbacks 
and two counts of money laundering in 
a $35 million scheme to bilk the govern- 
ment into paying for excessive or unnec- 
essary cancer treatments. As of 2014, 11 
former patients and their families have 


filed civil suits against the doctor, and 
questions remain for the more than 
1,200 other patients formerly under his 
care. “I knewthat it was medically unnec- 
essary,” Fata admitted as part of his guilty 
plea in 2014. On July 6 he is expected to 
appear in front of a federal judge and be 
sentenced. More than a hundred victims 
have sent impact statements, and U.S. 
Attorney Barbara McQuade has said she 
plans to seek life in prison for Fata. “Our 
hope is that Fata receives a sentence that 
is equal to the crimes that he committed,” 
says Andrea Bitely spokeswoman for the 
state’s attorney general’s office. “The 
harm and the suffering that he’s inflicted 
is completely indefensible and awful.” 



Angela Swantek, 46 / The First Whistle-Blower

On March 50, 2010, Angela Swantek visited Fata’s office for a job interview as an 
oncology nurse, her specialization for 25 years. “I only lasted an hour and a half 
because I was looking at the bags [of medicine] and going, That’s not right. That’s 
not right.’ There was nothing that was being done correctly.” As soon as she got 
into her car, she began to cry. “I was in shock about what I saw because I knew what 
his motivation was. And I felt terrible for the patients because they had no idea 
what was going on in the office.” As soon as she got home she filed a complaint 
against Fata with the state’s department of license and regulations. After 15 
months she received a letter from authorities saying there was no evidence to 
support disciplinary actions, according to state records— but was interviewed by 
federal investigators after other whistle-blowers in Fata’s office came forward.

Medical professionals wonder why it 

took the state so long to unravel the 
oncologist’s deadly plot. A naturalized 
U.S. citizen. Fata had seemed to be well- 
known and respected among his peers, 
having received his medical degree in his 
native Lebanon in 1991 and completed a 
fellowship in hematology and oncology 
at Memorial Sloan-Kettering Cancer 
Center in New York City. By 2014 he 
owned seven cancer centers across 
Michigan, and he and his wife, Samar, 
and their three children lived in a multi- 
million-dollar mansion outside Detroit. 
(Since his arrest, his wife and children 
have reportedly returned to Lebanon.) 

But inside his Michigan Hematology 
Oncology centers, all was not as it 
seemed. Angela Swantek, 46, an oncol- 
ogy nurse who interviewed for a job in 
Fata’s clinic in 2010, says she immedi- 
ately noticed a pharmacy technician 
mixing the chemotherapy drugs incor- 
rectly, and then watched a medical 
assistant administering drugs he wasn’t 
licensed to handle. When she ques- 
tioned them, she says they told her, 
“That’s how we do it in our office” (see 
box). She alerted authorities in a letter 
but was notified a year later that no 
wrongdoing had been uncovered. 

Kathryn Pietila, 48, whose husband, 
Vincent, 39, was diagnosed by Fata with 
testicular cancer in 2007, recalls mak- 
ing multiple trips to the emergency 
room for chemotherapy overdoses but 
no one raising any red flags about the 
treatment. “[Fata] took my husband 
through 30 days of radiation on top of 
chemotherapy,” she says. “The weird 
thing is, nobody else ever spotted this 
tumor.” Vincent died in 2009. Accord- 
ing to court documents obtained by 
People, it was other medical profession- 
als in Fata’s clinic who eventually blew 
the whistle and reported illegal activi- 
ties, such as Fata referring patients to 
his own pharmacy for personal kick- 
backs, patients undergoing chemother- 
apy treatments without a doctor’s 
supervision and patients being given 
false cancer diagnoses in order to ille- 
gally bill insurers. “How could some- 
body do this?” wonders Swantek. “How 
could you look somebody in the eye and

After a body scan showed some bone loss, Sobieray, a 
former operations supervisor, went to see Fata because 
he was “highly recommended” and his credentials were 
“impeccable,” he says. “He always had pictures of himself 
on the wall, getting an award or something.” Sobieray 
underwent a bone marrow biopsy in Fata’s office and was 
diagnosed with a relatively rare blood cancer, multiple 
myeloma. “We trusted him because he’s a doctor,” Sobieray 
says. Extensive chemotherapy treatment caused his teeth to 
fall out and left him with nerve damage in his extremities. “I 
use a cane all the time,” he says. “My toes feel like 
somebody’s shooting a thousand needles into each one of 
them. My legs, feet and hands twitch.” 

After Fata’s arrest, another oncologist reviewed his records 
and told Sobieray there was nothing wrong with him. “I held 
my wife’s hand and we just started crying,” he says. “I got 
treated for cancer and I didn’t have cancer. If you are ever 
told you do have cancer, it’s a shock in itself. Then when you 
find out you don’t have cancer, it’s like, ‘What the hell is going 
to happen to me now?’ I’ve got all these things going wrong 
with me. Is this going to keep on going, or am I going to die 
pretty soon? I’mjust totally trying not to lose it. It Just shocks 
me that [Fata] would do something like this for money. 

My new doctor says we don’t know what’s going to happen 
to me. This has never happened before.” 


Karen Baldwin, 74 / Her Husband Died After Chemotherapy

Karen Baldwin says her husband, Harrison, 65, 
was admitted to the hospital shortly after Christmas 
2005, after he’d shown signs of confusion, and was 
diagnosed with a brain tumor. “Fata came sailing into [my 
husband’s] intensive-care room, yakking a mile a minute,” 
says Baldwin. “He was basically saying, ‘I can cure this.’ It’s 
like the lawyer getting there before the ambulance. He 
gave us a big sales pitch. Dr. Death walked in the door.” 
Harrison received his first chemo treatment in Fata’s 
office. “It was filthy,” says Baldwin. “Boxes were piled 
everywhere. It looked like a warehouse. The room was 
absolutely bare except a big circle of folding chairs, 
and in every chair was somebody with an IV drip and a 
bucket in case they threw up.” Harrison had a chemo 
port surgically implanted at Fata’s direction and often 
received high doses of chemotherapy. He died five 
months later. Baldwin says she learned from other 
doctors her husband was overtreated. She didn’t realize 
her husband didn’t have a fighting chance. “Fata never 
told us he was dying. My husband suffered longer than 
he needed to,” she says. “If Fata had been honest, 
we wouldn’t have kept him going this long. We would 
have loved him enough to let him go.”

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After Parkin was diagnosed with lymphoma in 2009, he 
turned to Fata for treatment. But the intense chemo- 
therapy regimen Fata ordered— eight treatments instead 
of the medically recommended six and two years of the 
cancer-fighting drug Rituxan— left him weak, sick and 
with severe back and bone pain. “[Fata] overtreated me,” 
Parkin says. “I’m sick all the time.” After finding out Fata’s 
unnecessary treatments were for profit. Parkin sunk into 
a depression but didn’t seek help. “I was told I should have 
seen a psychiatrist about it, but I never did,” says Parkin. “It’s 
hard to talk to any doctors. I have no trust in them now.” 

Recently he attended his first meeting of the Fata victims’ 
support group his wife, Geraldine, started; he says he looks 
forward to justice. “I hope [Fata] gets life in prison,” he says. 
“It’s just hard to believe somebody would do that all for 
money. I feel they should do to him what he did to us— pump 
him full of chemo that he doesn’t need. I can always hope 
things will go back to normal, but I don’t think they ever will. 
I don’t believe I will ever be the same. I just keep going on 
and hope for the best. That’s all I can do.”

Meanwhile the patients and families 

who endured horrific physical and emo- 
tional pain so Fata could line his own 
pockets struggle to put their lives and 
families back together. When Hester 
heard of Fata’s Aug. 6, 2013, arrest, “I was 


hysterical, I was shaking so bad,” she 
says. “We’re happy Fm alive and that I 
don’t have cancer. But I feel so betrayed.” 

A Facebook support group created by 
victims and their families now has more 
than 1,400 members, and many gather 
for monthly meetings at the ConCorde 
Inn in Rochester Hills, Mich.— next door 
to one of Fata’s now-shuttered cancer 
centers— to offer one another comfort 


and remember the loved ones who 
didn’t survive the doctor’s treatments. 
“Through all of that, I was thinking we 
were in the best of hands,” says Pietila, 
who now wonders if her husband ever 
even had cancer at all. She plans to 
attend Fata’s sentencing and speak for 
her husband. “It’s been horrifying. I 
can’t grieve,” she says. “There’s really no 
end to this right now.” •

Hester was at work when a coworker broke the news of Fata’s arrest. 
“Somebody was in the break room and said, ‘Oh my God, Patty. Your 
doctor has been arrested,”’ she remembers. “I was hysterical.” A visit to a 
new doctor confirmed Fata’s betrayal. “She drew blood and did some 
tests, and she’s like, ‘Oh my God. You don’t have anything,”’ Hester says. 
“My family was crying, we were all ecstatic, and we called everyone we 
knew. Then all of a sudden, it just turned to rage. My husband slipped into 
a real depression. My son was really angry. He said, ‘Why would anyone do 
that to us?’ It didn’t just keep me hostage, but my whole family. We’re 
happy I’m alive, but it’s over three years of my life I will never get back. I 
didn’t go into it blindly, but when you hear the word cancer, it gets in your 
head. Immediately you research, you find out what type you have, the 
good and the bad, the percentages. You get all the knowledge you can, 
but when your entire chart is a lie, it doesn’t do you any good.”
